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RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 
THE SPIR({T OF PARLIAMENT. 
'| Te shortconversation which took place in the House of Com- 
mons last night is signally calculated to remove two of the most 
serious sources of doubt and apprehension which have pervaded 
the public mind during the last week, and which have done more 
than anything else to create that alarm and panic which have 
disturbed not only the Stock Exchange, but the shock of which 
has vibrated through the whole of our seats of trade and in- 
dustry. The first of those sources of uneasiness was the ru- 
mour which had been so unceasingly and unscrupulously spread 
to the effect that the Cabinets of Paris and London were not 
united in their views as to the course which should be taken in 
|| the grave emergency which has occurred in the relations between 
‘| Turkey and Russia. It has been industriously circulated that 
while the one Government refused to consider the advance of the 
Russians troops into the Danubian provinces as a casus belli, 

the other regarded it as a declaration of war ;—that while the one 
Government counselled a perseverance in peaceful but firm 
negotiation and remonstrance, the other had determined to press 
forward its fleet through the Dardanelles ;—in short,'that England 
and France were no longer united in their Eastern policy, and, 
therefore, that the only moral and political check which could 
successfully cope with the pretensions of Russia, or stop her 
| reckless career, was lost. Had such been really the case, then, no 
‘| doubt, the position of affairs in the East would have been hopeless 
|| enough, and would have warranted the alarm which has prevailed, 
|| and the consequent effect upon trade and the funds. 
‘| Happily Lord Palmerston has entirely dissipated these appre- 
|) hensions. He, last night, stated in the broadest and most em- 
phatic terms, that England and France continued to be, as from 
the first appearance of this crisis, united not alone in the opinion 
|| which they held as to its nature and character, not only as to the 

policy to be pursued, but, also, as to the best mode of action to 
| give effect to that policy. This fact is the best guarantee for un- 
broken peace, and for the ultimate safety and security of the 
| Turkish Empire. No doubt Russia, in her present situation, 
‘| would be quick to take advantage of any hesitation or faltering 
in the amicable relations of the two Powers; but so long as 
they remain united in policy and in action, the Russian Govern- 
ment will not venture upon any act that can be unhesitatingly 
pronounced a casus bell. 

The second source of alarm which has affected the public mind, 
and with it the public securities, so much for some days past, has 
|| been the ramours that the Cabinet of London was not only dis- 
|| agreed with that of Paris, but was equally so with itself. hat 
has transpired in both Houses of Parliament during the last two 
nights equally digproves the truth of this rumour. There is no 
difficulty in inferring from the language of Lord Clarendon and 
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Lord Palmerston what the policy of France is; and there is a 
broad avowal that the English Cabinet is cordially and anhesi- 
tatingly united with that policy, which could not be the case were 
there any internal dissension within itself. But this also has 
been clearly shown, and it is in the present state of affairs most 
important :—it is beyond doubt, that while France and England 
are prepared for whatever may happen, that there is an honest 
and earnest desire to maintain peace, and a fixed determination 
that no means which patience and labour can furnish, consis- 
tently with their honour, which will not be used to maintain peace 
and avoid hostilities. 

The same spirit animated, with little exception, both Honses of 
Parliament, as we feel certain that it does the country at large. 
In the House of Lords all parties, including Lord Derby, emu- 
lated with each other in avoiding anything which could embarrass 
the Government in its negotiations, or tend to irritate unmneces- 
sarily opposing parties, and so endanger their result. In the 
Honse of Commons there was but one exception to this spirit. 
Mr Disraeli alone seemed bent upon mischief. He alone, con- 
trasting strongly with Lord Derby, would have had the House of 
Commons entertain a warm discussion upon these most delicate 
and difficult points at such a moment, and that in the face of 
the express declaration of the Minister of the Crown, that 
such a course would be highly dangerous and preja- 
dicial to the public interests. He alone was rash 
enough to run the risk of endangering the peace of Europe 
and the best interests of this country by a popular discussion 
upon so exciting a subject. And failing to aecomplish this, Mr 
Disraeli arrived at conclusions the next best calculated to excite 
alarm and to extend distrust. He not only concluded in his own 
mind, but proclaimed it to the country, that nothing but a great 
increase of real danger could justify the Government for avoiding 
discussion, and he therefore inferred that such great increase of 
danger actually existed. It did not occur to Mr Disraeli, as it 
did to Sir George Grey, that it is often just at the moment when 
& negotiation is nearest the point of success, that any indiscreet 
act would be most fatal to its objects. 

Never, perhaps, have greater efforts been made, for obvious 
purposes, to disturb the public mind than of late, and it must be 
admitted they have been too successful. At the same time, we 
have an unshaken confidence that the firm, temperate, and con- 
ciliating course now pursued will bring these critical transactions 
to a conclusion without a resort to hostilities. What we appre- 
hend most is, that they may remain for some time in statu quo, 
and operate as an irritating interraption to the commerce and in- 
dustry of this as well as other countries. 





STAMPED CHEQUES PAYABLE TO ORDER. 
WE have received the followimg letter : — 

I have perused with much interest the oinaase in your num- 
ber of 25th June, upon the effect of the Uniform Penny Receipt Stamp 
on Cheques and Bills at Sight. 

The additional facilities proposed to be afforded to the public through 
the adoption of this stamp, and making the cheques payable to order, 
and thus on endorsement becoming legal v of payment, no 
doubt at first sight appear to confer a great boon on the community 
at large; bat I fear that the alteration of m may lead to re- 
sults not anticipated by the Chancellor of the pequer or yourself, 
= will neutralise the advantage intended to be conferred on the 
public. 

I refer to the possibility of cheques drawn payable to order being 
lost or stolen—abstracted, perhege in passing through the Post-office 
—and presented to the er for payment with a forged endorsation. 

It is obviously impossible for a banker in a large town, amidst the 
hundreds of cheques ing through his hands daily, to verify the 
endorsation on each coon without much trouble to himself, and | 
delay and inconvenience to the public. The bulk of the cheques 
passing through his hands may be presented by parties who are 
strangers to him. To refuse these, or to require an introduction or 
another endorsation, would greatly abridge the facilities at present 
enjoyed by the public, and a general clearing house in town 
would afford no remedy in the case of strangers, or of those who 
have no bankers.

Chancellor's alterations will lead to an abridgment of those facilities 
which the public have hitherto enjoyed, without giving them any 
ofeunte advantage in return.—I am, sir, yeur very obedient servant, 
6th July, 1853. ‘ Country Banker. 
The above letter glances at a disadvantage which will attend 
the use of stamped cheques payable on demand and “ to order.” 
On this subject we have had numerous communications, not 
only on the special point more particularly raised in the above 
letter, but still more on the point rather indirectly referred to, 
viz., as to the increased liability to which bankers will be exposed 
if all their cheqnes are drawn “ to order” in place of “to bearer.” 
At the present time all cheques on demand are payable “to 
bearer,” and the only duty which the banker has placed upon 
him is to see to the authenticity of the signature of the drawer of the 
cheque, his own customer. Whatever becomes of a cheque, whether 
lost or stolen, the bankerrunsnorisk beyond that point. With bills of 
exchange it is different. He runs the risk of the genuineness of 
the signature of every endorser. But as the amounts are large, 
and as bills almost always pass through bankers, and moreover as 
there is usually plenty of time to stop payment of bills if any fraud 
has been committed, that risk does not practical by amount to 
much. But if cheques for any amount are to be as a practice— 
which we believe they will be almost universally—payable “ to 
order,” the same risk would apply on the part of the banker as to 
the authentic character of the endorsements as does with bills of 
exchange; but with this difference, that that risk would be 
enormously aggravated, first, by the fact that they are so much 
more numerous, and that being payable on demand, affords no 
time to interpose to prevent the consequences of fraud by stopping 
ayment. 
. t was obvious that the Government, in extending so great a 
boon to the public, did not intend to do so at the cost of greater 
risk to the banker; and it ie plain that as nearly es possible the 
relative risks of the public and the bankers should be left undis- 
turbed. On Friday night, therefore, in passing the Stamp Bill 
through committee, the Chancellor of the Exchequer introduced a 
clause whereby the duty of the banker in paying cheques is to be 
limited to seeing that the signature of the drawer, his own customer, 
'| is authentic, as at present with a cheque “ éo dearer,” and, further, 
that it ts to be properly endorsed ; but exempting him from 
liability on account of the endorsements not being genuine. By this 
means the public will have all the advantage of this new facility, 
while bankers will be exposed to no more risk than at present. 


THE SUPPLY OF WOOL. 
Tue Board of Trade Tables furnish a remarkable proof of the 
great increase in the supply of wool, notwithstanding all the alarm 
‘| which last year prevailed as to a short supply. The imports for

NOW AND FORMERLY.—ADVERSITY AND 
PROSPERITY. 
We publish to-day the revenue accounts for the quarter, and 
the trade tables for the fifth month of the year. To state the 
extraordinary results they show in a few words, we must observe 
that the revenue accounts exhibit, after the many reductions 
lately made in taxation, an increase on the quarter, as compared 
to the corresponding quarter of last year, of no less than 
1,146,636/; and that the trade tables show an increase in the 
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declared value of our exports of 1,187,5587 on the month, and 
7,313,528/ in the five months of the year, as compared to the 
corresponding month and five months of 1852. That brief sum- 
mary reveals an extraordinary, and in one sense a most unex- 
pected, state of things. An old country, fully peopled, as was 
for many years supposed, unable to get a sufficiency of food, and 
troubled with great chronic disorders, its continued existence 
and relative greatness brought iato doubt, while its further 
possible p was denied, and by many regarded as 
having passed the climax of its power, and as hastening to decay 
and dissolution. All at once it has become animated with a new 
life, and displays more health and vigour than ever it exhibited 
in the days of its youth and maturity. Its trade extends in an 
unexampled manner ; its people multiply and go forth to spread 
their knowledge, their skill, and their humanity over the wastes 
of the earth ; the cultivation of their own soil is at the same time 
increased and improved ; the revenue of the Government grows 
while the public burdens diminish; the chiefs of the State are all 
and only engaged in promoting the public advantage, and the 
people, in full reliance on them, are eagerly and zealously per- 
forming their own duties, providing for themselves and their 
families, and enjoying in peace and almost complete contentment 
the wonderful prosperity. Nor are the details of the change of 
which we thus indicate the brief outline less remarkable, 

The revenue accounts inform us that the customs duties in the 
quarter exceed in amount the duties in the corresponding quarter 
of last year by no less a sum than 441,173/. That itself, as an 
indication of a large increase in the consumption of cocoa, coffee, 
corn, spirits, sugar, tallow, tea, wine, &c., would be an extraor- 
dinary fact, well calculated to excite astonishment and grati- 
tude, but it is more extraordinary than it seems. In the two 
quarters thus compared, a greater rate of duty was levied on 
sugar and on teaiu 1852 than in 1853 ; and the reduction of the 
higher rate of tea having long been announced, the payment of 
duties on that article was materiallydelayed. Although the re- 
duction which came into operation in this quarter has allowed the 
payment of a very large additional sum on account of the tea 
duties within the last month of the quarter, it has scarcely yet 
compensated for the delay ; and the increase of revenue in the 
month and ia the quarter on this account does not fairly represent 
the great general increase in the consumption of tea, Of the 
441,173/, a very considerable sum isthe produce of the increased 


quantities of corn imported, which exceeded in the five months || 
of 1853, of which only we have yet the account, the importa- || 


tions of 1852 by 1,410,770 qrs. A great increase in the con- 
sumption of all the articles which pay customs duties, in the face

Now, let us remind our readers of the condition of the country 
before 1842. In 1841 the general distress provoked almost 
universal discontent, and the people sought relief at the hands of 
anew Ministry. The Whigs were turned out, and the Conserva- 
tives, with Sir R. Peel at their bead, were placed in office. Then 
the revenue was both deficient and declining, and the resources 
of the country seemed to have come to an end. New taxation 
yielded so little, that it was felt and proclaimed to Be im ble 
to extend it with the least advantage. Exeluded-by his-ante- 
cedents and his position from being a constitutional reformer, Sir 
R. Peel turned his attention to commercial reforms, the great 
work whieh~his-predecessors had left him to do, and for whieh 
their constitutional reforms-had prepared the way and provided 
him the means to effect it. Substituting direct for indirect taxa- 
tion, abolishing prohibitions, removing duties from the raw 
m and lowering them on the means of subsistence, he 
began the great work which he and his successors have carried on 
to the present day, giving us as the result free trade and free 
navigation. The gist of all the changes then and subsequently 
made was to remove impediments from trade, to set industry free, 
and give scope to the exertions and enterprise of individuals. 


Since this new system came into use, circumstanceshave subjected

of over-speculation, d from the period of eal which, 
interfering with the of seasons, left men without a 
steady guide, and begat a disorder which time only can cure; 
but the railway mania, directed to the production of good works, 
though much overdone, left benefits behind it, and the great 
waste of capital it cauged was soon replaced by the general 
exertions. Then came the potato rot, and the subsistence of a 
whole people was destroyed. The people themselves, supplying 
labourers for many of ourundertakings, were more than decimated ;

Then came continental convulsions, which shook down thrones

In 
Germany, too, pects are nnfavourable ; and, accordingly, 
Germany | France now, have come into our markets to 
buy corn. which have supplied us with food now come 
here to t; the corn market has been agitated, and the price of 
corn has considerably. At the same time we are threatened, 
by the dispate between Russia and Turkey, with the loss of one 
large source of supply. Under the oli system of restrictions, 
such circumstances would have beat down consols and carried 
up the price of wheat to 80s. Under the system of Free Trade 
consols remain tolerably steady, about 98, and the highest price 
we have yet heard of for the very best wheat is 60s, while theave- 
rage is not above 50s. Through all these great events the national 
capital has increased, food has been abundant and cheap, em- 
ployment plentiful, and wages fair; andthe bulk of the nation 
se been, on the whole, more contented than in any period of our 

istory. 

Let any person who has lived throngh the incerdiarism of 
“ Swing” in 1830, the Reform riots of 1832-4, the “ plug” riots 
of 1842, cast back his thoughts on the successive disasters and de- 
struction of property that prevailed continually and immediately 
before the system of Free Trade came into operation, and he will 
find abundant reason to rejoice that he has lived to see better days, 
and to mourn over the prejudices that so long shat us out from 
the greatest physical and moral improvements that were ever 
vouchsafed to an old nation. 

For years the change in our system of legislation, which has 
been followed by such innumerable benefits, was opposed and 
vituperated : at length it has béen fully recognised by all, not 
only as beneficial and wise, but as the only system possible ; and 
those who opposed and condemned it can no longer be blind to 
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manifest, filling all hearts with that such blessings 
should have been so obstinately long withheld, we should be 
inclined to say that the Protectionists and their leaders were 
among the most guilty of men, were we not aware that they 
acted with the national authority and support—that the false 
system was a national error, and that the nation more than indi- 
viduals must be blamed. The sufferings belonged to the cor- 
porate body—they fell on the whole society, and to it adheres 
the error and the crime. 





THE RUSSO-TURKISH QUESTION. 


Tue Russian armies have entered the Principalities, and the 
Emperor of Russia has put forth the following explanation of 
his proceedings :— 

MANIFESTO OF THE EMPEROR OF RUSSIA. 

By the grace of God, we, Nicholas I., Emperor and Autocrat of all 
the Russias, &c. &c., make known to our faithfal and well-beloved 
subjects, that from time immemorial our glorious predecessors took 
the vow to defend the Orthodox Faith. 

From the moment that it pleased Divine Providence to transmit 
to us the hereditary throne, the observation of those sacred duties 
which are inseparable from it has constantly been the object of our 
cares and solicitude. Based on the glorious treaty of Kaiaardje, 
confirmed by the solemn transactions concluded afterwards with the 
Ottoman Porte, those cares and solicitude have always had for object 
to guarantee the rights of the Orthodox Church. 

But, to our profound affliction, notwithstanding al! our efforts to 
defend the integrity of the rights and privileges of our orthodox 
Church, latterly numerous arbitrary acts of the Ottoman Government 
attacked (portes atteinte) those rights, and threatened finally to 
destroy entirely the whole order of things sanctioned by centuries, 
and so dear to the Orthodox Faith. 

Our efforts to dissuade the Porte from such acts have been fruit- 
less, and even the solema word which the Sultan had given to us on 
the occasion has been violated. 

Having exhausted all the means of persuasion, and all the means 
of obtaining in a friendly manner the satisfaction due to our just 
reclamations, we have deemed it indispensable to order our troops to 
enter the Danubian Principalities, to show the Porte to how far its 
obstinacy may lead it. Nevertheless, even now, it is not our in- 
tention tocommence war; by the occupation of the Principalities 
we wish to have in our heart a pledge which will guarantee to us, in 
every respect (en tout etat de cause), the re establishment of our 
rights, 

OWe do not seek for conquests: Russia does not require them. We 
seek the justification of those rights which have been so openly vio- 
lated. We are still ready to stop the movements of our troops, if 
the Ottoman Porte will bind itself to observe sulemnly the inviola- 
bility of the Or:hodox (Pravoslavnai) Caurch. But if, through 

and blindness, it desires the contrary, then, calling 
God to our aid, we shall leave Him to decide between us, and, with 
a full assurance in the arm of the Almighty, we shal! go forth to fight 
for the Orthodox Faith. 

It is a great consolation to learn that it is not the intention of 
this armed Protector of the Orthodox Faith to commence war by 
occupying the Principalities, but only to convey tothe Sultan a 
moral lecture against obstinacy. The method of teaching is 
curious, particularly amongst crowned heads, who are very 
jealous of their honour, whose diplomatic language is so veiled as 
never to convey a positive contradiction but only to insinuate 
that it is barely possible the great negotiators may be in error— 
may perhaps have meant some other thing than the one stated, 
and amongst whom the charge of violating a word solemnly given 
is never heard. Not only is the Sultan openly charged with this 
grave offence, but he is accused of obstinacy ; and while he has 
only gone some paces backward at the Czar’s bidding, the 
entrance of the Russians into the Principalities is to show him, 
not how far the zeal or the ambition of the Czar will carry him, 
but how far the stigmatised obstinacy of the Sultan will 
Jead the Turkish Government. Such language is as unusual 
as the pretext for moving the Russian armies is strange—to 
vindicate the “‘ rights of the Orthodox Church,” which have never 
been infringed on. Ifthe Grand Turk does not humbly learn 
from the Great Czar the lesson intended, then the Czar, “* with 
a full assurance in the arm of the Atmicuty,” like a Mahomedan 
Prince, is to desolate lands and slay men, women, and children 
“for the Orthodox Faith.” Since the Mahomedan conquests 
such language has not been heard amongst the rulers of Europe, 
and such conduct finds no warrant except amongst the imme- 
diate successors of the Prophet. The Czar’s conduct is not 
merely an outrage on humanity—it is an outrage on the 
courtesies of Courts, and can ouly be excused by supposing that 
the man has been flattered by servile courtiers into madness. 

Public attention is now entirely directed to what the two great 
Powers of the West will do. How will they meet this arrogant, 
fanatical appeal? In general it is supposed extremely dangerous 
for an individual to stir up fanaticism, that passion having no 
visible or definite bounds, and leading to uncontrollable disorders. 
For a Sovereign to take such a course is wholly unpardonable. 
He appeals to passions that are opposed to all political power, 
and threaten the existence of all thrones, including his own. At 
the same time we know not how he is to be met. Fanaticism 
cannot be successfully opposed by arms. It must wear itself out,

from policy—it is little better than insanity. Unable to see a 
way to cure it, we forbear from pretending to say what, in such a 
remarkable juncture, the politicians of France aud England 
should do. 

We are ready and willing to admit that Turkey, a Mahomedan 
Power encamped in Europe, having comparatively few Ma- 
homedan subjects and a great majority of Christians—its ancient 

isation, by which it was dreaded as a military power, 
having been destroyed, its prond janissaries snnihilaved, and 
their place but poorly by modern levies, most of its 
industrious and thriving subjects being Christians,—we not only 
admit, but state, that Turkey cannot continue to exist in its pre- 
sent form. But what State either can or does exist unchanged ? 
Every one is undergoing continual changes, and those which 
change the least are the nearest to decay. England has been 
poperret by making great and continual changes. If Turkey 
shown itself as averse from change as Austria or Russia, 
there could be no hope of its being preserved in any form. But 
when the Sultan destroyed his — es, he made himself de- 
pendent on the goodwill of hi ple, not excluding his 
Christian subjects. Ever since his Government has been one of 
concessions. He has granted all the privileges the Christians 
have asked for. And this is not confined to the present Sultan : 
his predecessor followed the same course. Concession is, there- 
fore, a system dictated by circumstances, not a caprice. To 
preserve his throne he has conformed to E an usages. His 
religion is modernised, as well as his politics. He is less 
fanatical and less persecuting than the Czar. His Government 
follows reform maxims, and is capable of adapting itself to the 
wants of his people. It may gradually become Greek and 
Christian, and so be a better means of keeping together in 
tolerable harmony the discordant people under his sway. 
Like Sir John Cutler’s silk stockings, which were so much 
darned with worsted that at length none of the original silk 
remained, it may gradually undergo a transformation, and, 
conforming to the wants of his people as they are formed, gra- 
dually become in essence a Christian Government. 

By some means of that kind it may be assimilated to those 
Western States with which it is now carrying on a large trade, 
but it cannot be preserved as a Mahomedan Power. In fact, it 
has already in a great measure lost that character ; and it is as a 
reforming Government, keeping pace with time, that it should 
be supported against a worse thanMahomedan despotism. To allow 
it to be superseded by Russian fanaticism and Russian servility— 
by a Government which reforms nothing, which nourishes abuses, 
which is notorious for the vicious character of its administration, 
which is the avowed enemy of European progress and European 
freedom, which only puts down insurrection in Hungary because 
its success might endanger slavery in Russia—is not reasonable. 
There is nothing even in the stupid, dull bigotry and scepticism of 
the Austrians to make us suppose that the tender rule of Austria 
would be preferable to that of the Sultan. France and England may, 
perchance, look on and seethe Russian bear and the Austrian eagle 
divide Turkey, but that can only serve the interests of Europe and 
humanity—should it occur—by hastening the dismemberment of 
both these incoherent conglomerates of men rather than coherent 
unions of one people. e have not one word to say against 
the Russians and the Austrians as peoples except that they 
obey, and even reverence, systems which are condemned by 
tolerate and ancient experience and modern science. 

The Greeks, as is natural, still complain very much of the 
Turks, and of the manner in which they are treated. They re- 
member old times, and they feel all the more acutely the injuries 
they yet suffer. They may not like the Russians, but they cannot 
be expected to like the Turks. Ages of animosity are not ex- 
tinguished in aday. In relation to the Giaours, the Turkish may 
still be a very tyrannical Government, and yet not be as injurious 
for allits subjects as the leaden despotism of Austria or Russia. 
But its abstract merits, which make us form a favourable opinion 
of it, cannot suddenly reconcile the long-maltreated Christians 
to its rule. 

In reply to the circular of Count Nesselrode, which we pub- 
lished the week before last, the French Government has 
communicated a despatch to its agents abroad—a measure it is 
more bound to take than we are, as the principal arguments of that 
Russian State paper were expressly directed against the rival pre- 
tensions of France in the question of the Holy Places. M. Drouyn 
de Lhuys’ memorandum is characterised by the Times as “a 
‘document of great precision in argument and great mode- 
“ration in tone.” In substance it is as follows. The length

The pro- 
tection of Russia, on the contrary, would apply to a clergy composed 
of subjects of the Sultan, and hierarchically under a patriarch who 
is also dependent on the Porte. It is impossible, therefore, to assimi- 
late the position of the two Powers. 

What Russia reproaches the Porte with is a want of respect and 
consideration in ite mode of acti The French Cabinet recognises 
that every Cabinet is the only judge of what is due to its =. 
The reparation, however, must always be proportioned to the offence. 
Excuses and generally constitute the reparation for errors of 
form. This is the first time that we have seen, in such a case, a 
Sovereign called upon to abandon his moral influence over the greater 
portion of his subjects.

The document is temperate and well reasoned,and we are 
delighted to see France under Napoleon ranging herself on 
the side of moderation, peace, and justice.

THE HOPES AND FEARS OF HUSBANDRY. 
Tue usual period of the harvest is now rapidly approaching, and 
the doubts which have all through the season been expressed as 
to the state of the wheat crops seem to be in no degree dissi- 
pated. Inconsequence of recent heavy rains during the time of 
the wheat blooming, it is feared that even in those districts where 
the wet autumn permitted the usual breadth of wheat being 
planted, the yield will prove deficient; and in many of ‘the heavy 
land districts it ie now obvious that the wheat crop must, to most 
of the oceupiers, prove almost a blank. A very considerable rise 
in price has recently taken place, which seems to be generally 
attributed to the threatening aspect of affairs in the East ‘0! 
Europe ; but the indifferent prospects of the coming harvest cannot 
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thrash out, prefering, if prices should still rise, to held the wheat of 
year, in the hopethat the sample may be better than that 
of last harvest. We know that nothing ean be more interesting 
at this time than aceounts of the appearance of the crops iu various 
districts. The Mark Lane says, that the results of in- 
ies are “far from promising, that the autamn-sown wheat 
has on the whole improved ; but if this should give a good yield 
to the acre, the great deficiency of that sown in spring would still 
psa a very serious deficit, and there is too much cause to come 
to the conclusion that, under the most auspicious circumstances, 
the wheat crop of 1853 will fall materially short in quantity of 
an usual average.” 

Upon barley and oats{the rains have been greatly beneficial. 
Grass lands have also much improved from the late abundant 
supply of moisture, and the hay crops of all kinds are larger than 
usual, Grazing stock, too, of all kinds is doing well, Wool is not 
bought quite so readily as of late, but farmers hold on firmly for 
former prices, and with every expectation of doing so successfully. 

In the review of the Smithfield markets during June, it is stated 
that “ = supplies of sheep have been very deficient for the sea- 
son, and large portions of them have been composed of tegs. The 
quotations have risen fully 2d per 8 lbs, and we have koown in- 
stances in which Down sheep on es brought to the scale have 
stood the buyers in 5s-per 8 |bs. This is by far the highest figure 
we have hal to quote for years, and yet we see little or no pro- 
spect of a decline in it; indeed appearances are all in favour of a 
further advance.” The foreign stock imported is said to be in 
better condition than heretofore, The following remarks with 
which that review concludes afford striking evidence of the pros- 
perous condition of the mass of the working population :— 

in general have been loud in their complaints on the subject of the 
present high value of stock, and numbers of them have informed us that, in 
many instances, they have carried on their business at a loss; and it may be 
remarked that great difficulty has been experienced in getting rid of the most 
inferior joints. ‘We do not mean to observe that the poorer classes have pur- 
chased largely of the primest qualities ; but it is evident, that second-rate beef 
and mutton were never in such extensive request as at present. However, it is 
quite clear that consumption must have a limit, although we see little or no 
chance of any decline in present ratec, which anquestionably are remuuerative, 
notwithstanding that store stock was selling at enhanced rates in the early part 
of ‘the year. At the present time, half-fed sheep are held at exorbitantly high 
prices, whieh render it almost unsafe to purchase largely. 

The Berkshire report states :— 

The early-sown wheats came out in ear rather later than usual, and the 
plant has shot up with a spindling ear. When the late-sown and the spring 
wheat will be out we cannot tell, as the plint does not seem much forwarder 
than it should be in March; indeed, it will be a miracle if we have even a 
fair crop of wheat this year. Barley, upon the whole, is looking tolerably 
well; that earliest sown, and where the jand is in high condition, is coming 
into ear. Oats are moderate in appearance: some fine weather would muci 

them. Peas are most luxuriant, and in many places there seems 
to be really too much haulm: the forward sorts have kidded well, and the more 
backward are just coming into bloom. Beane, both wiuter and spring, are 
much improved, and promise to bea good crop. Tares have been good, but it 
has been sad weather for feeding them off: therefore, much has been 
wasted. The crops of meadow and upland grass had much improved, and 
fell in most.places heavily before the scythe. 

The demand for labour has not been so urgent as was expected, 

and some labourers who threw themselves out of work at mode- 
rate wages, have found they outstood their market. Something 
of the sort has occurred iu the hay districts around the metropolis, 
where early in the season the mowers talked confidently of re- 
ceiving 7s 6d per acre for grass cutting, aud they are now well- 
pleased to take 4s 3d and 4s 6d per acre. 

From the Leicestershire report we learn that— 

The pastures and crops of mowing grass have progressed rapidly duriog this 
moist and mild weather, and the former are getting some head over the stock, 
and the latter will give an abundant yield to the scythe. Fortunately, but 
little is cut at present, but the occupiers are fearful that they will suffer from 
floods unless the weather clears up. Considerable damage has already been 
done in the low meadw ws by streams overflowing their banks. The pa-tares 
sonia now full of graer, all stock may be said to be doing well. Oa the rich 

grazing land, the beasts which were well wintered are getting iuto «forward state, 
though many causes may be assigned for their not bemg in great numbers ; 
consequently. we think our market will be scantily supplied with prime fat beef 
for some time to come. This remark, we apprehend, also applies to mutton : there 
is not @ large number ready for the butcher, and on these grounds we do not 
the price of meat at present, but are rather inclined to 
be dearer. The late rainy and mild weather has had a 
upon all grain crops, and we trust no check will be given to their 
future progress from excess of moisture. The period bas now arrived when 
some caloulation ought to be made as to their produce at the next harvest, 
but we never recollect the time when it was more difficult to form correct 
Opinions as to.the result. From our own observation, and by what we can 
gather from others, we believe in thie veighbourhood there were three-fifths 
in autamn or late in the epring (for a wheat in

SPIRIT OF THE RADE CIRCULARS, 





(From Messrs Du Pay and Co.'s Circular.) 
Manehester, July 1, 1853. 

We have on previous occasions endeavoured to show that demand 
has of late equalled, and in some instances surpassed, supply. The 
strikes for higher wages on the part of the operatives in this and other 
manufacturing towns, noticed in our former trade reports, continue, 
and check production to some extent for the present. To this we at- 
tribute the firmness which prevails in most branches of trade here, 
notwithstanding the menacing state of politics in Europe, the rebel- 
lion in China, unremunerative prices in some of the foreign markets, 
and a rise in the value of nearly all eommodities. Any one of these 
circumstances would, in former years, have sufficed to produce a de- 
rangement in the market value of goods, eausiog apprehensions and 
loss to manufacturers as well as merchants. It speaks much for the 
sound and prosperous state of Great Britain, that the inland trade has 
been so lit £ disturbed by the drawbacks alluded to. 

A large increase has taken place to India and China, which accounts 
for the unremunerating sales lately received from those quarters, 
Australia has also taken an increased quantity of our productions 
during the present year; but the most striking excess is that to the 
United States and British North America, extending to nearly all 
manufactured articles; this great increase has hitherto produced no 
glut in the American markets, trade being in a healthy and pros- 
perous state, although not very profitable to the importer. The ex- 
tensive emigration in 1852-53, which has thinned the populations in 
some of the continental states, while it has added greatly to that of 
America, ought not to be lost sight of in comparing the extent of last 
year’s exports with that of former years. 

Our table will be perused with some interest at this critical time of 
the year, for it answers the questions so frequently asked, even by 
practical men—where are the goods we have produced, gone of late ? 
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sellers, we meet with indifference. On reference to the state of trade 
at the same period of last year, we equally find steadiness of prices, 
notwithstanding various drawbarks with which commerce had to 
contend. Onur foreign friends need therefore not be apprehensive of 
any great reaction or fluctuations. The raw materials, w 
cotton or wool, have risen, and will probably not much higher, 
except in case of failure of crops ; on the other hand, the demand is 
quite equal to the production. Nothing shows more clearly that 
commerce is now eaten on upon a sound basis, than the fact that 
the recent enhancement of the rate of discount by the Bank of 
England has exercised so little influence. This step was.taken to 
check the transfer of English capital to foreign countries for purposes of 
investment in public works and other undertakings, and for the same 
reason many expect the money market not to be so over-flowi 
during the coming months as has been the case during the first 

of this year. 





The unfavourable accounts from Buenos Ayres and other South 
American markets, and the interruption in the trade to the Levant are 
equally felt here, but not sufficiently so as to exercise much influence 
on prices. Itis therefore undoubted that deimand—speaking in an 

sense of that word—has, in 1853, over-reached supply fur 
most articles ced here. The calico printers are comp! of 
bad trade, owing to the high prices of grey cloth and drugs, it 
dying and printing, but they do not hesitate to take the prices offerec 
in the"hope that buyers may, ere ong, be obliged to pay an advance 
on present rates. It is perfectly true that our market was never more 
bare of goods than it is at present ; some descriptions of shirtings 
suitable for the Eastern markets may begin to accumulate, owing to 
unremunerative prices in India and the political disturbances in 
China ; but, so far, prices have not been much affectedeven for such 
goods ; the quantity on hand of every description being infinitely less 
than for some years past, and, instead of anxiety on the part of the

Foreiqn Correspondence. 


From our Paris Correspondent, 
Paris, July 7, 1853. 


You will have seen by our official papers that M. de Maupas, the 
Minister of Police, has been dismissed, and his office suppressed. 
Though he has been sent as Ambassador to Naples, M. de Maupas 
is really in disgrace. He has compromised himself in a sham con- 
spiracy, which he had secretly organised with the probable design of 
assuming the easy merit of counteracting it. M. Pietri, the Prefect 
of Police, had discovered the conspiracy of the Hippodrome, which 
rs to have been a serious one, and it inspired the Minister 
of Police with jealousy. A great number of demagogues had 
formed a project for seizing on the person of Louis Napoleon when 
he should go to the Hippodrome. He would have been imme- 
diately hanged on one of the surrounding trees. More than 2,000 
persons have been arrested in consequence of that conspiracy. 
Three-fourths of them were subsequently set at liberty, but the 
others remain in prison. Our papers have spoken vaguely of 
arreste, but they dared not give particulars. Scarcely was that con- 
spiracy discovored by M. Pietri, when M. de Persigny denounced the 
Minister of Police as being at the head of another conspiracy formed 
of Orleanists, and he showed the Emperor a list of persons who 
had been bribed by M. de Maupas, whose ruin was thus accomplished. 
Louis Napcleon has, however, consented to send him as Ambassador 
to Naples, as a proof of his gratitude for M. de Maupas’ services 
during the coup d'etat of Dec. 2. 
The police was still inquiring aboat the conspiracy of the Hippo- 
drome, when on Wednesday last another was discovered of a very 
ous nature. The Emperor and Empress assisted at the re- 
opening of the Opera Comique Theatre. As they alighted from their 


coaches, a man wearing a smock-frock over his usual garments 
endeavoured to arzive at the front rank ; and as a policeman repelled 
him, he perceived that there was something amiss, He was imme- 
diately searched, and a pair of pistols was found upon him, At the 
same time an attempt was made by other men to rescue him. 
— of them were also arrested, and they all had poniards or 
pistols. 

These discoveries have excited a deep consternation at the 
Tuileries, and the Emperor is now obliged to have a very strong 
escort whenever he goes out walking. 


M. de Maupas’ removal from the Ministry of Police has been a 
triumph for M. de Persigny, who now desires M. Fould’s dismissal, 
and accuses him of perpetual stock-jobbing; but M. Fould has 
persuaded Louis Napoleon that his absence from the Cabinet would 
endanger the public credit, and be followed by a heavy fallin the 
stocks. His friends had even composed a Ministerial combination, by 
which M. Fould would have been appointed to the Department of 
Finance, and M. de Morny was proposed for the Department of Forei 
Affairs, in place of M. Drouyn de Lhuys. That new Cabinet would 
have made every possible coucession to the Cabinet of St Peters- 
burg, in order to adjust the Eastern conflict ; but Louis Napoleon 
— to modify the present line of policy towards the Emperor of 

ussia, 

The Eastern question continues to puzzle every diplomatic man ; 
but the apprehensions of an actual war are not so lively. The news 
from Constantinople and the Russian provinces of the south con- 
tinue to be very warlike. It is a sort of Holy War for the Turks, as 
well as for the Greco-Russians. Diplomacy imagines, however, that 
it has found a means of ending the question. The representatives 
of Eagland, France, Prussia, and Austria would form a conference, 
and adopt a protocol, by which an official consecration would be 
given to the firman of tae Sultan in favour of his Greek subjects, 89 
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as to render useless the synaliagmatic deed to which the Cabinet of St 
Petersburg requires the signature of Abdul Medjid, 
But the manifesto which the Czar has just published does not 
show ap inclination on his part to make any concession, and gives 
_new apprehensions that he is quite resolved to make the conquest of 
Constantinople. The Emperor assumes in that manifesto a religious 
war, exciting the Greco-Russianr, who recognise him as the supreme 
rotector of their religion. It woald be, perhaps, difficult now, even 
the Emperor Nicholas, to hush the passions which he has roused 
ime his subjects, aud to renounce his crusade against the Ma- 
ome

In the evening sitting, 

Mr Collier moved for leave to bring in a bill to transfer the testamentary 
juriediction of the ecclesiastical courte to the courts of common law and to 
the county courts. He adverted to the great number of ecclesiastical 
courte ; the uncertain nature of their jurisdiction; their increased expense ; 
their deficiency of machinery; their abuses, such as sinecuriem; and 
their deficiencies as regarded the registratiun of wills and provisions 
for their safe custody. His object was, that all wills with regard 
to which there is no dispute shall be proved in the county courts, 
the circuit of each county court judge being formed into a district for 
ecclesiastical purposes, The wiil to be proved within the district where 
the testator dies. The same courts shall provide registration, and custody 
shall take place in Londor. In cases of di-puted wills he proposed that 
where the property does not exceed 3001, the dispute shall be settled in the 
county court of the district where the property is situated. Where the pro- 
perty exceeds 3001, he proposed that the case should go tothe common law 
courte. He also proposed that an appeal from the decisions of the inferior 
courts should be to the courts of common law. There could be no doubt as to 
the applicability of these courts to decide such matters, and the pecuniary ad- 
vantages would be very great. The circumstance of the common law court 
being moveable was another advantage. These courts at present decided 
questions of fact; end he now wished to extend that jurisdiction, leaving 
equitable questions to the Courtof Chancery. He proposed to attach to each 
of the common law courts an officer to be called the clerk of probate, who 
would generally be an officer discharging similar duties in the ecclesiastical 
courts. With regard to compensation, he would limit it to those who actually 
hold office, As to proctors, they might be permitted to practise as attorneys 
in any court in the kingdom. For the purpose of probate he would consolidate 
the metropolitan county courts into one. 

Mr Hume hoped that leave would be given to introduce the bill, Mr Collier 
having waited in vain for a measure upon the subject from the law officers of 
the Crown. 

Lord Paimerston complimented Mr Collier upon his mastery of the subject, 
and stated that he would not object to the introduction of the bill. The evil 
was pressing and acknowledged, and there was every reason why it should be 
remedied. There might be difference of opinion as to the nature of the 
remedy; and on the part of the Government, Lord Palmerston assured Mr 
Collier that the question had not been disregarded. The preparation of a bill 
had been prevented only by a pressure of public business; but next session a 
measure would be brought forward, in which advantage would be taken of the 
report of the commission now sitting upon the eccle-iastical courts. 

In the course of a further discussion, Sir B. Hall described some of the 
abuses with regard to sinecures, and the Attorney-General repeated the 
aesurance given by Lord Palmerston, that Government intended to legislate 
next session upon the subject. 

Leave was then given to bring in the bill. 

Mr Cobbett moved for leave to bring in a bill to limit the hours of labour of 
women, young persons, and children in the factories of the United Kingdom, 
and to provide fora more perfect inspection of the said factories. His object 
was practically to restore and extend the principle of the Ten Hours Act of 
1847. He entered into a long statement of the causes which had led to the 
passing of that act, its operation, and the effects of the Compromise Act of 
1850, which he condemned as inflicting a serious injustice upon the employed, 
by imposing upon them an additional half-hour’s labour per diem. He quoted 
a variety of evidence, in order to show the numesous violations of the present 
system, and the necessity for some farther legislation. His proposition was to 
restrict the hours of labour of all persons employed in factories, including 
women and ai] young persons and children, to ten hours a day for the first 
five days in the week, and seven hours and a half on Saturdays. In order to 
ensure the working of this regulation, the bill provided that the motive power 
in all factories should be suspended from half-past five o’clock in the evening, 
on the first five days in the week, until six the next morning; and on Satur- 
days in a similar proportion. The objection made to this plan was the re- 
striction on the motive power; but he maintained that the bili could not be 
made effective in any other manner, and that it was course which had the 

support of distinguished authorities, whose evidence he cited. These, and a 
provision for a more efficient system of inspection, were the main features of 
the bill, which, he described at considerable length to a very thin, but still at- 
tentive, house. 

Mr Ficiding seconded the motion. 

Lord Palmerston would not oppose the introduction of the bill, but reserved 
to himeelf the privilege of taking any course he might think proper on the 
second reading. He intended to bring in a bill himself to limit the hours of 
labour as far as children were concerned, providing that children should not be 

employed before six in the morning or after six in the evening. It was diffi- 
cult to say how far general interference was expedient between the employers 
and the employed, anc the question required careful consideration. 


Lord J. Manners thought that the proposal of Lord Palmerston was alto- 
gether inadequate to meet the requirements of the class in question, who had 
aright to demand the whole of the Charter of 1847. Under those ciroum- 
stances he should give his earnest support to the bill of Mr Cobbett, as settling 
& ~~ ~onggeee question, involving the interests not of a clase, but of a com- 
muni * me > 

Sir G. Grey depreeated renewed agitation upon a question which he consi- 
dered had been placed upon a satisfactory basis, as was proved by the satis- 
factory manner in which the act of 1850 had worked. He especially hoped 
ae Seen would oppose any proposal for the restriction of the mo- 

Mr. I. Butt disputed Sir George Grey’s statement with regard to the working 
of the act of 1850, which he maintained was being evaded in all directions. 
He gave his support to the bill. 

Mr W. J. Fox adverted to the deep interest taken in the question in the 
manufacturing districte, and testified to the numerous violations of the 
existing law, The proposal of Lord Palmerston was a very valuable one, but 
it did pot meet all the requirements of the case. Women and young persons 
genetally must be protected as well as children. Indeed it was the “ young 
persons” as distinguished from the children who were exposed to the greatest 
dangers. He hoped that the house would assent to the introduction of the 
i it their most careful consideration. 

Ww. referred to some statements made by Lord John Manners, 
and contended that they were calculated to convey a false impression—that 











there was a systematic evasion of the present act among the master manu-: 
facturers. He was opposed to the restriction of the motive power, unless com~- 


pelled by absolute necessity ; and he hoped that it did not form part of Lord | 


Palmerston’s plan. 


Lord Palmerston here amused the house by observing that the only motive | 


power which he proposed to restrict was the motive power of the children, 

Mr Laboucliere deprecated the principle of interfering to limit the duration 
of adult labour. 

Mr Booker objected to give a silent vote upon the subject; but the house | 
seemed to prefer that he should, and did not listen while he explained his 
reasons for supporting the bill. 

Lord J. Russell wished to clear up any misimpression which might exist as 
to the intention of Lord Palmerston to propose any restriction of the motive 
power, his lordship having carefully avoided making any euch intimation. 
And he wished it to be understood that the Government, in agreeing to the 
introduction of the bill, did mot pledge themselves to support ite main 

rovision®. . 
7 Mr Newdegate supported the bill in an addreas which, brief as it wae, the 
house seemed anxious to abridge; and 

Mr E. Ball followed on the same side, in a longer speech, which was less 
listened to. 

This brought the debate to a close, and leave was given to bring in the bill. 

Mr Disraeli, referring to a motion on the paper, conveying a censure upon the 
late Board of Admiralty, asked Mr Keating not to bring it forward, the hour 
being late—a quarter past 11—and sufficient opportunity not being afforded for 
reply. Mr Disraeli then proceeded to exumine the terms of the motion, but 
was declared out of order, and was met by loud calls for Mr Keating. 

Sir J. Pakington also tried to obtain a postponement, but Lord John Russell 
would not fix another day. 

Mr Keating accordingly moved a resolution declaring the opinion of the 
house that, “during the administration of the late Board of Admiralty, the 
patronage of dockyard promotions, and the influence of the Admiralty, were 
used and exercised for political purposes to an extent and in a manner calcu- 
lated to reflect discredit upon that department of the Government, and to im- 
pair the efficiency of the service.” Mr Keating referred to the statements set 
forth in the report of the committee on dockyard appointments, and the evi- 
dence upon which that report was founded, as sufficient ground for the motion, 
which he brought forward, not in any feeling of party or personal hostility, but 
because he thought ‘hat the house ehould express an opinion on thesubject. Mr 
Keating sat down at half-past one o’clock. During the last hour he had been 
scarcely audible, owing to an organised system of groaning kept up on the op- 
position side. 

Sir J. Pakington then moved the adjournment of the debate, commenting 
severely upon the course pursued by Mr Keating, which left the supporters of 
the late Government no time to reply. Sir John, however, could not resist 
telling the house a great deal of what he should have said under more favour- 
able circumstances, and made a speech of no inconsiderable length, considering 
its object, amidst a continued chorus of cheers from his supporters. His 
object was to show that there never had been, and never would be, a 
Lord of the Admiralty so free from political bias as the Duke of North 
land, and that his services to the navy entitled him tothe gratitude of 
country. 

Mr Disraeli, considering it very improbable that the debate would ever 
renewed, hoped that Sir John would not persist in his motion, but would allow 
the house to come to an immediate vote. He concurred with Sir John as to 
the unfairness of the proceedings, and took that opportunity of eulogising the 
Duke of Northumberland for having protected our ports, defended our coasts, 
and manned our navy. 

Lord Seymour urged that the debate should be proceeded with, and a di- 
vision took place, when the motion for the adjournment was lost by 95 to 79. 

Sir T. D. Acland, on the ground that “the least said was the soonest 
mended,” moved theSadjournment of the house. 

Sir B. Hall, as one of the select committee, claimed time to discuss the 
question. 

Lord Palmerston hoped that the house would agree to adjourn the debate. 

Mr Dieraeli observed thet the debate had not gone so well for gentlemen on 
the ministerial side. He charged them with attempting to “ sneak out” of 
their responsibility, and he challenged the house to come to an immediate 
decision. 

A long and angry discussion continued, and several motions for ‘the adjourn- 
ment of the debate and the house were put and lost. Ultimately the motion 
of Mr Hildyard, that the house now adjourn, was carried by 100 to59. The 
house then adjourned at twenty minutes to four o’clock.

On the order for going into committee upon the Expenses of Electiona Bill’ 
an opposition was raised to its further progress, and the house divided upon the 
question that the Speaker leave the chair, which was carried by 89 to 10, and 
the house resolved itself into committee upon the bill, the clau:es of which un- 
derwent much discussion and many amendments. 

On the order for going into committee upon the Probates of Wills and 
Grants of Administration Bill, 

Mr R. Phillimore suggested to Mr Hadfield thst, after what bed been stated 
on the preceding night respecting the intention of the Government to introduce 
a general measure, he would do better to withdraw this bill, which, in its 
present state, he said, would multiply the evils it was designed to remedy. 

Mr Hadfield wished previously to ascertain from Mr Henley, a member of 
the commission, what prospect there was of a measure upon this subject.

Sir William 
Molesworth expressed his concurrence in most of the sentiments which they 
had advanced, and his desire to give full effect to the principles of religious 
equality. As Lord Palmerston was about to bring forward a general measure, 
he should not at present beyond the second reading of the bil], to the 
principle of which he understood the deputation did not object. 

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—The official report says :—The 
bumber of deaths registered in the metropolitan districts in the week that 
ended last Saturday was 1,103. The advance which it shows on previous 
returns arises from coroners’ cases, many of which were not duly registered till 
the end of the quarter, though the deathe occurred and the inquests were held 
at dates antecedent to last week. -In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 
1843-52 the average number of deaths was 922, which, if raised in proportion 
to increase of population during these years awd up to the present time, beeomes 
1,014. The actual mortality of last week, therefore, exhibits an excess, on the 
estimated amount of 89. Lust week the births of 856 boys and 856 girle, in all 
1,711 children, were in London, The average number in eight cor- 

responding weeks of the years 1845-52 was 1,338. At the Royal , 
Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 29.578 in. Phe 
mean temperature of the week was 59-1 deg., which is 2.4 deg. lower than the 
average of corresponding weeks in 38 years.

Mesars 
Douglas, dyers, have given their men (150) the advance required, but there are 
still about 500 dyers belonging to otlier firms on strike, 

Tue “ WestmtnsTeR REVIEW” AND THE Bristow ATsen2um.—Some 
weeks ago, the directors of this institution, at the suggestion of one of their 
number, resolved on withdrawing the Westminsier from their reading-room ; but, 
at a subsequent meeting, were persuaded to restore it to its place. Subsequently 
the directors, finding that the Anti-christian sentiments of the Review gave 
great offence to many member», iseued a cireular to the subscribers, asking them 
to signify in writing their wishes on the subject.

TURKEY. 


A letter from Constantinople, of the 23rd ult., says :—“ Not a day 

without the Grand Vizier and the Minister for Forei 

ving an interview with the British and French Am Lord 
Redcliffe had a private audience of the Emperor a few days pre- 
viously. Although the letters received at Constantinople from 
various parts of Europe are filled with reports of a mediation, no be- 
lief is attached to them among the Turks. It is believed that Russia 
has advanced too far to recede without disgrace; and, on the other 
hand, the exasperation of the Turks has risen to such a pitch that it 
would be dangerous for the Porte to speak of a compromise. Even 
the proposal contained in Redschid Pasha’s note to Count Nesselrode 
to send an Ambassador to St Petersburg has produced a very bad 
effect.” 

The Vienna correspondent of the 7imes, writing on tie 4th inst., 
says :—Few persons in Constantinople are better informed of the exact 
position of affairs than the writer of the following letter of the 
23rd :-— 

“ Things now stand thus—If Russia keeps its word, it will occupy 
the Danubian Principalities,such a step being described as ‘ a political 
necessity,’ and then the fleets now at anchor outside the Dar- 
danelles will probably come up here. The treaties will have been 
violated, and then the reign of protocols will commence. The re- 
sult will be that a new collective treaty will definitively establish the 
position in which Turkey is to be placed towards the rest of Europe, 
and the condition of her non-Mussulman subjects. The diplomatic 
corps here appears to hope that the question may be amicably settled 
to the satisfaction of all parties. It is only to be feared that the nego- 
tiations will be greatly prolonged. ‘The last note of M, de Nesselrode 
announces the occupation of the Principalities, ‘ though the step is 
not to be considered a declaration of war.’

New York advices are to the 2ist. 

The opening ceremonies at the New York Crystal Palace are ex- 
pected to take place on the 15th inst. 

A despatch, dated Washington, the 2Ist inst. says, “ The firm yet 
conciliatory representations of Mr Marcy have produced a suspension 
on the part of the English against the fishing vessels ia the disputed 
waters, and there is now a clear prospect of a speedy and satis- 
factory adjustment of the difficulty.” 

The New York Herald has an article on the financial and com- 
mercial prospects of the United States, in which it says, “ That the 
present season of commercial activity and unbounded speculation 
cannot last for ever ; that fluctuations in the price of money are not 
altogether things of the past ; that we have not reached that degree 
of stability and permanent security when the lessons of experience 
may be safely discarded; that sudden checks may occur, banks may 
curtail, and private credits be unexpectedly withdrawn, are proposi- 
tions the truth of which no sensible man of business will be disposed 
to deny.

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AUSTRIA. 

The eee says the Zimes correspondent writing on the 3rd, was 
last night relieved from a state of painful uncertainty by a short 
article proceeding from the Foreign Office. The substance of the 
official document was forwarded by telegraphat 8 o’clock yesterday 
evening (July 2); but it may be well to give it at length :— 

“On the authority of a letter of the 28th June from Lemberg, pro- 
fessing to contain news from Jassy,a Vienna paper on the Ist an- 
nounced that Russian troops had entered the Danubian Principalities. 
The last official advices from Lemberg and Jassy makes no mention 
of this, and when despatches, which arrived to-day, left St Peters- 
burg, the order for the occupation of Moldavia and Wallachia by the 
Russian troops had not been issued, although Redschid'’s Pasha’s 
reply to the last demands of the Russian Cabinet had been received. 
The news brought by the paper in question is, therefore, incorrect.” 

There can be no doubt that a telegraphic despatch, announcing the 

ge of the Pruth, was received in this city on the 28th June, and 
it was not until the Russian Embassy—on the lst—got direct news 
from St Petersburg that the authenticity of the Jassy-Lemberg news 
was open to doubt. Persons connected with Government venture to

CUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 

A meeting of the Crystal Palace Company took place this week, 
Mr S. Laing in the chair, when it was agreed to issue 50,000 new 
shares of 5/ each, It was explained that the prospects of the un- 
dertaking had much improved, and thet whereas, some few months 
since, only 10s per foottroutage for exhibition space could have beea 
obtained, the whole would now readily let at 1/ per foot.

The magnificent American clipper ship Sovereign of the Seas, Cap- 
tain M‘Kay, arrived in the Mersey on Saturday last from New York, 
having made the festest passage ever accomplished by a sailing vessel 
between the two ports, She sailed from New York on the afternoon 
of the 18th, and arrived in the river as above stated. On the 26th 
she logged 307 miles; oa the 28th, 344; and on the 30th, 340 miles. 
She was only 135 hours running from the Grand Banks, in lat. 46.20, 
long. 50.10, to Cape Clear, a distance of 1,663 miles, being an average 
of 296 miles per day, or 12.73 miles per hour. 

It is a fact worthy of notice, that scarcely any vessels have left the 
southern Welch ports this year for North America which have not 
carried out with them full and heavy cargoes of iron in lieu of sailing 
in ballast, as customary; and that vessels, instead of laying up during 
the winter season, have been most actively employed. The demand 
for shipping may be inferred from the large number of foreign ships 
of considerable size which frequent Cardiff, Newport, Swansea, 
Bristol, Gloucester, &c., and readily obtain good freights. The 
greatest difficulty is still felt in obtaining ships at moderate freights 
for the shipment of coa's, and small class vessels are taken up for the 
transmission of the “ black diamond” to the coal depots of the ocean 
steam companies. The scarcity of seamen is still felt in consequence 
of the great demand for shipping abroad, and many vessels have 
waited for a long time for want of hands, and now able seamen are 
cngeriy cought at. 

On Monday the Committee of the House of Lords, Lord Kinnaird 
in the chair, threw out the Great Extramural Cemetery Interment 
Company’s Bill previously passed by the House of Commons, the 
object of which was toestablish a general cemetery at Willesden, 
for metropolitan interment by railway. 

It has at length been announced that the new perforated postage 
stamps, which have been so long delayed, will almost immediately 
be issued.

83,5781; and the reserve decreased 327,644/. These returns, re- 
lating to last week, confirm the statement we then made, that 
the demand for money was brisk, and it was so brisk that the 
Bank increased its securities to the extent of 665,929/, and its 
reserve was decreased 327,644/. The decrease in its bullion 
was in face of large arrivals. 

The present suspension of business, caused by the uncertainties 
in which we are involved by statesmen, makes itseif felt in the 
money market, where money is for the moment very easy.

WEEKLY CORN RETURNS. 
From the Gaxette of last night. 
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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENIN 3. 


The corn trade was dull to-day, and prices were barely main- 
tained. The weather has great influence over them, and for the 
last two days it has been fiae. Some more favourable reports, too, 
have come from France as to the weather, though the markets 
there continue agitated, and great purchases of flour were yester- 
day made in Paris at full prices. After the great rise last week, 
it was to be expected, unless the weather should have become de- 
cidedly disastrous, that the market should have exhibited some 
reaction to-day. 

Barley is firm ; but oats, in anticipation of arrivals from Russia, 
have hung on hand. 

From Amsterdam, of the 4th, it is stated that the weather had 
been fine and warm, and the complaints from the provinces had 
ceased, and more favourable prospects had arisen for the harvest 
of most kinds of grain. The grain markets there remained ac- 
cordingly quiet, but firm, after the late advance of price. 

From Hamburg, of the 1st, we learn that the market there 
had been much excited in consequence of the demands from 
France and Belgium, but at the date the markets had become 
quieter, and the sales smaller, without any reduction of price. 

From Stettin, of the 2nd, they write that the weather there 
had at length become warm and wet, but too late, it was supposed, 
to repair the injury already done to the crops. The demand for 
wheat was brisk at rising prices, the market there sharing the 
impulse which has been felt further south. 

From Riga, of June 30th, the news is similar. The weather 
had become fine and warm, and would have a favourable effect on 
spring corn, but it was notexpected to be so influential on the 
winter-sown crops. Wheat was notin demand, but higher terms 
were spoken of. 

At Antwerp, as in other places, the market after the late rise 
has become calmer. Probably the increased price will be sufficient 
to bring forward supplies from various quarters. At present, 
then, the rise in the price seems to have reached the highest, 
and the future price will depend exclusively on the weather 
and on war. 

The sugar market has not been active through the week, and 
closed quietly to-day with unaltered prices. 

The coffee market, too, continues inactive. What Messrs 
J. P. Masor and Co. say in their overland circular of the 6th is 
still true :—*“ As a natural result of the threatening appearance of 
politics in the East of Europe, the colonial markets have been both 
dull and unsettled during the month of June, and although the 
holders of produce have been desirous of realising, the trade 
generally, more particularly exporters, awaiting some determina- 
tion of the difficulty, have refrained from operating extensively, 
and, with the exception of rice, which has been influenced by the 
advance in the value of corn, nearly all produce has been heavy of 
sale and fslightly easier in price. It is, however, commonly 
believed that the armed demonstration on the part of Russia will 
end in a pacific arrangement of present differences ; at the same 
time it cannot but be remarked that these apparently needless 
displays of power tend most materially to the derangement of 
business and the curbing of transactions extending over periods of 
time. The deliveries for consumption of most kinds of produce 
are proceeding very satisfactorily, evidencing the active and pros- 
perous condition of the manufacturing districts, although the strike 
of some classes of the operatives continues, and the direct influence 
which any disturbance in foreign politics immediately exercises on 
the markets for goods, is felt to some extent.” 


The incredulity of the mercantile classes as to the threatened 
war may be inferred from the fact reported by Messrs Trueman 
and Rouse, that “the value of the gunpowder descriptions of 
saltpetre has not been affected to any extent by the prevalent 
rumours of war, and the lower refractions also remain without 
change in value.” 

The tea market is dul!, with no alteration in prices. Common 
congou is quoted from 11d to 113d. Duty was paid at this port 
during the week ending 30th ult. on 679,952 lbs, against 568,277 
in the same period last year. 


The total sales this week in the Liverpool cotton market 
sum up 55,000 bales, of which spinners took 40,000, speculators 
3,000, and exporters 12,000 bales. Prices of fair qualities are 
raised 4d per lb. Middlings are unchanged, but ditticult to buy 
at the quotations. To-day’s business is reported as 6,000 bales. 
The election of newmembers of Parliament for the borough tended 
yesterday and to-day much to check business. Spinners continue 
to buy largely with confidence. Speculators are cautious, owing 
to the still unsettled state of politics onthe Oriental question. 
Should the prospects of a continuation of peace be strengthened, 
alarge business at improving rates seems certain. This week 
we had two mails from America. Prices had changed but little 
in the markets there. The receipts continued to fall off, the surplus 
being now only 212,000 bales (showing a reduction of 
328,000 bales in three months). The surplus in the ship- 
ments to England, which in March last amounted to fully 
300,000 bales over the same time last year, is now 
only 27,000 bales; it seems now quite clear that we shall 
close this season (notwithstanding the gigantic crop), with much 
smaller stocks in this country than last year. The accounts of i 
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the new crop are contradictory, but all agree that the plant is 
very backward, and has in many districts suffered severely from 
drought. Messrs Stewart and Co., of New York, write :—‘* We 
are now advancing well into the season for a rapid growth of the 
weed; but as yet have favourable advices only from Florida and 
a portion of Texas. Elsewhere the accounts teem of sickly plants 
and weed-choked, &c. Allowing for the desponding views 
usually entertained by planters until the crop ripens, we yet fear 
the prospect for another large crop is not so flattering as a mouth 
past we hoped it would have been at this date. With the great 
variety of soil and climate directed to this culture, it would be 
difficult to impair the growth so much as to bring the probable 
yield down to two-thirds of the present, but as so much depends 
on length of season, and as it required the very fine ripening 
weather reported regularly by us as prevailing all through the 
months of October and November of last year, following a very 
favourable summer and passable spring, to make a crop over 
three millions two hundred thousand bales, and which, after all, 
was only saved by an open winter which permitted harvesting 
operations until February, a proper nervousness is felt at this 
time lest anything short of three millions should be indicated.” 
Inthis market the transactions of the week are 1,500 bales at 
unchanged prices, except for the lower qualities, which are quite 
nominal. 

The colonial wool sales, which are to commence on the 14th, will 
be very heavy.It is probable that the quantity offered will not be 
under 60,000 bales, and already sales are fixed for 29 days. At 

resent no business is doing either in colonial, in foreign, or in 
ome-grown wool, dealers deciining in the present state of 
political suspense even to make an offer. 

There is an active demand for dried fruits for consumption. 
Messrs Witherby and Hanson say—* The clearances of currants 
for consumption are continuing on the same large scale, and have 
reached during June 1,055 tons, against 890 tons in June, 1852, 
and 700 tons in 1851. The clearances of raisins for con- 
sumption during June were the same as those of currants, 1,055 
tons. A demand sprung up for Sultanas on the 25th, and the price 
by the 29th ult. had advanced from 60s to 703. On that day a spe- 
culative business commenced also in Chesmes at 40s ; it daily 
increased in amount untilthe price was driven up to 45s, equal 
to 50s 9d with the old duty.” 

Of the leather trade during the past month, Messrs Powell say 
it “has exhibited very little alteration. The consumption of 
leather of all kinds continues very large, and although at the com- 
mencement of the month purchases were generally restricted to 
the present wants of the buyers, an amount of business un- 
usually large for the month of Jane has been transacted. Recently 
a greater disposition to buy has been evinced by the dealers, and 
the stocks of most articles have been reduced. In prices there 
has scarcely been any variation: in no case have we been able 
to reduce our quotations.” 

The oil and seeds markets have been again in an excited state 
during the week, and those articles likely to be influenced should 
any hostilities take place in the East have advanced in value. 

Tallow has advanced, and St Petersburg Y. C. is now 53s 6d 
per cwt, against 38s to 38s 3d at the same time in 1852, 37s 6d to 
37s 9d in 1851, 36s 6d to 36s 9d in 1850, 38s to 38s 6d in 1849, 
and 44s 9d to 45s in 1848. The rise in tallow has raised the 
price of oils, and helped the sales. Cocoa-nut oil was sold last 
week to the extent of 700 tons, the price being 40/ for Ceylon, 
and 41/ for Cochin ; and this week a rise of 10s to 208 per ton 
has been demanded, and the former advance has been obtained. 


INDIGO. 
(From Messrs Straith and Co's Circular of July 2.) 

The declarations for the sale of 12th July now amount to 13,009 
chests, comprising about 100 chests fine shipping Bengal, 500 chests 
good and fine shipping Bengal, 3,000 chests middling to good ship- 
ping Bengal, 4,000 chests ordinary to good shipping Bengal, 2,000 
chests low to good consuming Bengal, 400 chests Oude &c., 1,700 
chests Kurpah, &c., chiefly ordinary and low, 1,300 chests Madras 
low and ordinary—total 13,000 chests, viz., 11,300 in A and 1,700 in B. 

With the exception of the Tirhoots, the quality of the new Bengals 
is found to be inferior to last season's, and the valuations below in- 
voice cost. The export entries continue to fall off, pending political 
uncertainties, but the month’s deliveries is still ample.

In reference to the annexed table it will be observed that as re- 
gards Bengal indigo, white the supplies in the last twelve months 
have been 16,715, the deliveries have amounted to 25,207, conse- 
quently the stock is reduced by the difference, or 8,492 chests, and 
now presents a striking diminution compared with what it has been 
at this time during the last seven years. 

A portion of this redaction, however, is to be explained by the re- 
tacded arrivals of the current crop, of which only 4,430 chests have 
yet been landed ; and consequently, taking the total direct expect- 
ances to this port at 14,800, there yet remain about 10,370 chests as 
due in the course of the next nine months, which is not below the 
average arrears due at this period out of much larger crops. 

Uniting, however, the existing stock of 16,720 and expected supply 
of 10,378, a total provision of 27,090 chests Bengal indigo appears; 
but as the deliveries of the last two years have averaged 25,139 
vhests, it is evident, that should that rate of consumptioa be main- 
tained prospectively, an unusual degree of scarcity will be ex- 
perienced, In looking into the component parts of the supply, we 
anticipate that this scarcity will be felt in the higher qualities, for 5 
which the buyers will be compelled to pay advanced prices, unless ; 
they partially substitute the lower qualities, which are sufticiently ie 
abundant, and are yet comparatively neglected. 


In further mitigation of the anticipated scarcity, adverting to the th 
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very sluggish demand in Frauce, where the actual consumption of 
1852 would appear to have been much over-rated, it is not improbable 
that that country may export to other parts of Europe some portion 
of their direct imports, and in that degree relieve the demand upon 
this market. f 

_Upon the whole, contingent upon the continuance of favourable 
circumstances, uninterrupted by political or other calamities, it ap- 
pears that the holders of Bengal indigo have strong reasons for con- 
fidence, and that the prospects of the ensuing crop are invested with 
peculiar interest and importance. With regard to the produce of the 
Madras Presidency, the imports of the last twelvemonths are double 
the previous, and exceed any previous like period, and the stock is 
increased in proportion. No authentic estimate of future supplies 
can be obtained ; the crop is said to have been shipped earlier than 
usual, leaving the arrears yet due much below last year: the inferior 
quality of the late arrivals seems to confirm this statement.

There has beena 
good supply of corn, but a steady demand, part for export, has supported the 
market, except for unsound, and prices of good descriptions have slightly ad- 
vanced, these being most in request, closing tirmly—the sales are 77,000 bushels. 


Fiour anp MEAL —The arrivals of flour have been pretty large since our 
last, and there is a disposition to sell Western freely (that being most likely to 
sour), but with a steady good demand both for export and home nee, all de- 
scriptions have been well supported, and though the market closed with a 
depressed feeling, prices of most kinds area trifle higher than on Tuesday last, 
and we adjust our notations accordingly.

The arrivals of 
flour coastwise were 1,608 sacks, by the Eastern Counties Railway 7,287 
sacke, from United States and Canada 2,213 barrels: town-made 
was established at 38 advance, country marks commanded 1s per 
sack more money, ani American was 2s per barrel higher, with a good 
demand.for al] sorts. Barley met a ready sale at 1s per qr enhancement in 
value. The arrivals of English oats were 35 qrs, of Scotch 18 qrs; of Irish 
4,148 qre, of foreign 7,672 gr-, making a total of 11,873 gre, being not the 
consumption of the metropolis alone for one week, and with an extending 
demand to supply, and the consumers low in stock, an advance of 1s per 
qr was obtained for all fresh qualities, with a good demand. Floating car- 
goes of wheat were held at considerably advanced rates, so high as to check 
business. 

The imports were very large at Liverpool on Tuesday both of wheat and 
flour, but there was a full attendance of millers and dealers, and a good 
business was transacted in the leading articles of the trade at an advance of 
4s per bushel on wheat and 2s 6d per barrel and sack on flour; oats were 
1d dearer, and Indian corn and peas were 1s per qr higher. 


At Hull there were fair imports of foreign grain and pulse, and wheat 
advanced within the week 38 to 4s per qr, as well English as foreign. The 
farmers brought forward a small quantity and sold it at 583 to 60s per qr, 
63 Ibe : average, 53s 4d on 670 qrs.

There were short fresh arrivals of English grain at Mark lane on Wednesday, 
but fair imports of foreign. Full prices were demanded for wheat, but the 
firmness of the holders checked businese,and no further advance could be 
established, whilst for oats a lively trade was experienced, particularly for 
Choice fresh heavy qualities of either English or Scotch, and about 6d per 
qr over Monday’s currency was well established.

Wasuine sy Sream.—A New York correspondent of the Boston 
Transcript, in describing the new St Nicholas Hotel in that city, 
thus refers to the steam washing machine in the basemeut of the 
building :—* This is something new under the sun. Four huadred 
pieces are thrown into a cylinder, half filled with water and soap- 
suds. This is thrown into rapid revolution by a small steam- 
engine. Steam is then let into the cylinder under the water and 
clothes, which raises them out of the water, passing through the 
pores of the fabric, and out at the top of the cylinder. The 
clothes are thrown down again by the pressure of steam into the 
suds and soon. The changes thus produced by the rapid revolutions 
and by the passage of the steam through the clothiug, washes them 
perfectly clean in the space of ten minutes. The clothes are then 
thrown in a body in another cylinder, and wrung by the revolution 
of thecylinder, and thea by letting in hot air, which passes through 
the clothing, they are perfectly dried, ready for ironing in seven mi- 
nutes. The whole time occupied in washing, wringing, and drying, is 
but seventeen minutes. 

An Inpran Incivent.—By a private letter from Belknap, Texas, 
we learn that a party of Witchitaw Indians recently stole a number 
of horses from Fort Croghan, and made good their escape. They 
were pursued by Major Sibley, who went into the Indian agency, 
situated about 35 miles from Fort Balknap, where he found a = 
of Camanches and Witchitaws holding a talk with the agent. ith 
the approbation of the Camanches, Major Sibley made prisoners of 
eight of the principal warriors of the Witchitaws, who were immedi- 
ately disarmed He then made arrangements to send two of the pri- 
soners back to their village for the stolen horses, and with this under- 
standing, in which the Witchitaws apparently acquiesced, the party 
went tosleep. About 12 o'clock at night, the principal chief of the 
ac cused Indians sprang up, drew apistol, which he had concealed, and 
shot one of the sentinels through the heart, and was himself immedia- 
tely shot by anothersentinel. As the chief fell he repeatedly stabbed 
the man he had shot, and then buried the knife in his own breast. 
During the confusion which ensued, the other Witchitaw prisoners 
their escape. Upon examining the tent occupied by the chief 
who had thus put an end to his own existence, it was found that, 
one to killing the sentinel, he had with his own hand put to 

his wife and child, a boy of about eight years of age, evidently 
ing that he would be killed, and preferring to be the murderer 
of his wife and child rather than let them fall into the hands of the
